GUN, BEING TESTED 
EXPLODES, KILLING 


4: 1 A MISSOURIAN

- WASHINGTON, Nov..19.—Four men were killed — by the 
premature explosion of a five-inch gun at fhe*fnétan Head prov- 
ing grounds of the navy.. The breech block of the gun, which was 
being tested, blew backward into the gun crew. Lieut. Arthur G. 
Caffee was one of the men killed. 


The dead in addition to Lieut. Caffee 
are: J. L. Brown, battery foreman, in- 
stantly killed; Nelson Jackson, a ne- 
gro battery attendant, died. shortly aft- 
erwards; J. J. Leary, ordnance man, 
died at 11:3 a. m. Sidney Dyson,. ne- 
gro member of the gun crew, was seri- 
ously injured. 

The Ordnance Bureau has ordered a 
board of inquest to invec‘igate the ac- 
cident, the only witnesses to which, so far 


as can be learned, were John. C. Cole- 
man and Sidney Dyson, both negroes. 
The gun, which was a new one from 
the navy yard gun factory, had been 
fired twice. The accident occurred dur- 
ing the third round, just as the breech 
was being closed. The accident is not 
without precedent. It was similar to the 
explosion that caused the death of 10

Bridge Tsr- 
minal Railway Co. The petitioners are

Parsons Pettus, a capitalist, and John 
A. Wittig, a resident of Illinois. 

- The petition alleges that the Terminal 
Railroad Association, when it acquired 
control of the Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
Ir Railway Co., obligated itself to 
pay the interest on the $2,000,000 6-per- 
cent bonds of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. It is charged that the Ter- 
minal Association has failed to pay the 
interest on these bonds, but has com- 
yelled "the St. Louis Merchants’ ‘Bridge 
Terminal Railway Co. to pay the inter- 
est since February, 1894.

FIRST TRAIN LOAD 
UF APPLES SENDS 
PLACE DOWNWARD 


Cost of Fruit Is Cheaper Now 
Than It Has Been During 
Last Ten Years. | 


The first trainload of apples ever re- 
ceived in St. Louis by one firm reached 
Produce Row Saturday and hammered 
the price of fancy apples lower than it 
has been in the last 10 years. The 
fruit may be placed on the Thanksgiv- 
ing Ainner table this year at. prices 
ranging from $1.75 to $2.2 a box. Last 
year the same grade of apples sold for 


$3.50 a box. 
The train of 9 cars contained 21, 000 
boxes, holding approximately 1,500,000 ap- 
ples. The shipment came from Wenat- 
chee, Wash., and was received by Al- 
bert S. Block & Co. of 915 North Fourth 
street. Albert Biock, representing hic 
firm, went to Washingt: 1 and contract- 
ed for the entire output of the Wenat- 
chee region. Fifteen cars more are on 
the way and will reach St. Louis next 
week. 
» While the apple crop in the St. Louis 
trade territory was small, the fruit 
grew in large quantities in various sec- 
tions. Shipments from thes@ outside lo- 
calities me“. apples plentiful and low- 
ered the price to some extent. but when 
the Block shipment arrived the bottom 
apparently dropped out of the market 
and the icv was reviséd downward. 
Buyers Crowd District. 
The display of apples Saturday on 
Produce Row ig said to be the finest 
in recent yéars. Apple eaters with 
baskets crowded the district and carried 
away their favorite varieties at low 
prices. 
The .apples range in size ‘from the 
Washington Bellflower and Baldwin to 
the small juicy winesaps. The larger 
ones average 4 to a 5&0-pound box, 
weighing more than a pound each. 
The black twigs, black Ben Davis and 
Arkansas blacks are the showy apples 
of the display. Others range in color 
from the prettiest reds to bright yel- 
low and fancy stripes. 
The Delicious, a new variety for the 
first time shown on this market, is the 
highest in price. They sell for % a 
box, containing from 4 to 8& apples.

He sprang out of the car and 
ran jightly up the steps, where a door- 
marf, all smiles of recognition, greeted 
him..

he had to shake hands with many of 
the servants. 

Col, Roosevelt then visited the ex- 
ecutive offices and was quick to note 
the additions and changes which have 
been made since he left. Assistant 
Secretary Foster guided him through 
the new -portion which stands on the 
site of the famous tennis court and 
then into the office President Taft 
dces his work. 

The former President stood there 
for ® moment loking through the 
south windows out into the White 
House grounds, then he turned and 
walked out into the main waiting 
room, where he shook hands with al! 

He 
drove away again after having spent 
perhaps 20 minutes at the place where 
he put in the seven most active years 
of his life.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 19.—The Rur- 
ales and the First Regiment of Fed- 
eral troops are in command of the 
situation today at Puebla, following 
the killing of the Chief of Police yes- 
terday by & woman, who, in turn was 
shot and killed by the troops. It is 
believed that 100 were killed. 

The.trouble started when the police, 
headed by the chief, raided a building 
in which anti-re-electionists. were 
holding a meeting. The door was 
opened by a woman who immediately 
shot and killed the chief. 

Bomb Kills Many. 

A fight ensted between the police 
and the occupants. A bomb was 
thrown from one of the windows of 
the house, exploding and killing many 
rurales whe had been called to assist 
the police. 

So far as is known there were no 
Americans killed. 

The Maderistas, as the Revolution- 
ists are known, kept up a hot fire 
from windows and balconies, but final- 
ly were dislodged and. the house was 
taken. One hundred rifies and a large 
quantity of ammunition was cap- 
tured, 

Secretary of Foreign Relations En- 
rique C. Creel said Saturday that or- 
der ts being maintained in Mexico with 
the exception of Puebla, and that he 
is certain that another ——— will 
not occur there. 


General Uprising Pianned. ? 
Details of the anti-Diaz conspiracy, al- 
leged to have been promoted by Fran- 
cisco I. Madéro, now a fugitive from 
Mexico, and which has resulted within 
the past two days in the arrest of sev- 
eral co-conspirators in this city and 
elsewhere have come to light, indicating 
that Sunday is the date fixed for a 
general uprising. The conspirators ap- 
peared to haxe extended their operations 
to the states of Vera Cruz, Hidalgo, 
Coahuila, San Luis Potosi, Neuvo Leon, 
Puebla, Jalisco, Guanajuato, Yucatan 
and Zacatecas. 

According to the authorities, orders 
have been sent to put down any dis- 
turbances. Circulars ‘are said to have 
been sent‘out by Madero or his agents 
from San Antonio, Tex., to persons in 
this.city outlining his campaign and the 
selection of Madéro as constitutional 
President of Mexico. 

To Liberate Prisoners. 

One of the men arrested here today 
on a charge of complicity in the con- 
spiracy gave his name as Cosio Ro- 
bello and carried a commission from 
Madero, naming him as Governor of the 
State of Hidalgo. 

The plans of the revolutionists includ- 
ed an uprising which is scheduled to oc- 
cur in Mexico City Sunday afternoon 
and to liberate the thousands of prisun- 
ers in Belem, the famous city jai! and in 
the penitentiary. These plans have been 
effectually frustrated by the Federal au- 
thorities who have taken steps, it was 
said, to preserve order,

Miss Maude Younger, heiress waitress, 
author, suffragette, settlement worker, 
and labor delegate,., who won the ap- 
plause of the delegates to the labor 
convention by her plea for the ballot for 
women, will be welcomed as Queen of 


the Waitresses’ 


address to a Socialist gathering, at a 
meeting in Northwest Turner Hall. 

While preparing to leave on her an- 
nual tour abroad, six years ago, Miss 
Younger became interest in the wel- 
fare of working girls. She went to a 
New York college settlement, intending 
to stay a week. Then she became so 
enthusiastic“that she gave up her so- 
cial career and devoted her time to 
helping the working classes. She stayed 
at the settlement almost six years. 

Her first literary work, which at- 
tracted attention, described her experi- 
ences as a waitress in New York. In 
a series of magazine articles entitled 
“The Diary of an Amateur Waitress,’ 
she made known the hardships of over- 
worked girls and women. 


Hired and Fired Many Times. 

She says she has been hired and fired 
as & waitress more times than most 
girls in that trade, and seldom held a 
job more than a week. As soon as she 
began to talk to other waitresses about 
joining the union, her employer seemed 
to find it out and she received final 
pay check. 

Miss Younger has made a wil) leaving 
her property to friends and relatives. 
This will once was the cause of her dis- 
charge a6 @& Waitress. She had visited 
a lawyer's office to change a provision 
in the document and carried the paper 
with her when she went to work. She 
dropped it on the floor and it was found 
by her employer. He became suspicious 
and discharged her. 

During her career as a waitress, Miss 
Younger spent more money on uniforms 
than she received for her work, she told. 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

When it became known that she had 
written the magazine articles Miss 
Younger could no longer find employ- 
ment. She then began openly organis- 
ing waitresses’ unions and unions among 
girls of all trades. 

She became a delegate to labor con- 
ventions from tne girls’ unions, and is 


the representative of the San Francisco 
Wage Earners’ Suffrage Association. 


Worked in San Francisco Ruins. 

Most ot the property owned by Miss 
Younger is in San Francisco, her native 
city. She returned there after the earth- 
quake, to find several. of her buildings 
ruined. She volunteered her services as 
a waitress and was assigned to work in 
a restaurant in a tent pitched on a lot 
she owned. She labored faithfully until! 
order grew out of chaos, and then 
turned her attention to the reconstruc- 
tion of an office building on the let. 

Mise Younger has decided that the 
only real remedy for the present condi- 
tion of working girls and women is to 
give women the right to vote. So she 
has organized suffrage associations and 
acted as their representative. 

She says she believes that what is 
right is worth fighting for. Therefore 
she has become a fighting suffragette. 

In her address before the labor con- 


peal for recognition of the ballot for 
women by telling of her experience with 
employers. 

“In New York I found employers who 
worked girls beyond the limit of endur- 
ance,” she said. “In one factory the 
employers served brandy in the drink- 
ing water te stimulate the girls to 
further effort in their 12-hour work day 
In trying to remedy this condition we 
caused the arrest of the employers. The 
5rosecution was turned over to a young 
ogee and the case was tried before 

who seemed to sympathize, 
OO ay with the downtrodden employ- 
ers. The employers escaped punish- 
ment, but it worked a reform in the con 
ditions te some extent. 

“Buffrage for women will not mean 
women against men. It will mean that 
women wil) assist men. We who are 
fighting together should stand firm. If 
women get the ballot we can help in- 
dustrial workers threroughout — the 
world.” 

Mise Younger is @ years old She 
places her arguments before her audi- 
ence in an interesting way. She is at- 
tractive and womanly, yet keenly argu- 
mentative. She says she expects to 
continue her efforts in behalf of the 
6,000,000 women whe work in the United 
States unti) they have won the right to 
vote,

By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS, 
LTHOUGH Sembrich was the vocal] 
A star and a Jan Sibelius score was 
the orchestra) “feature” of iast 
night's Symphony Orchestra program at 
the Odeon, the most memorable event of 
the evening was the presentation of 
Ernest R. Kroeger’s deeply impressive 
and tonally faithful “Thanatopsis” over- 
ture, based with a fine understanding 
upon William Cullen Bryant’s majestic 
poem of the same title. 

This distinction was won by Mr. Kroe- 
ger tn fair competition with very ad- 
mirable endeavor on the part of Mme. 
Sembrich, especially in a Schubert, 
Schumann and Brahms song-group as 
the program's closing number, and also 
against the strong, appeal of the §Si- 
belius “Symphony No. 3 in D Major,” 
particularly beautiful in its second 
movement and admirably interpreted by 
the players under Max Zach's direc- 
tion. ; 

One could easily understand, neting 
the amazifig fidelity of Kroeger’s mu- 
sica) utterance to the voiced thought 
of Bryant's poetic musing upon an ex- 
alted theme, just why it has come about 
that this St. Louls tone-dreamer has 
earned an Hastern and European rec- 
ognition placing him creditably in the 
front rank of American composers. The 
thing difficult to understand is why his 
work chances to be tess intimately 
known by>the music-lovers of his own 
home city than elsewhere—bdut this, of 
course, is another story. 

The “Thanatopsis’ overture is given 
by its composer precisely the charm in 
music possessed by its origina) in poesy 
—the charm of deep revery, uplifted by 
faith, upon an inexorable human con- 
dition that would be too poignantly 
hopeless for our strength’s endurance 
but for Faith's helping. The dignity of 
such a theme is kept in evidence 4a! 
every moment of Its treatment, and Mr. 
Kroeger’s shrewd employment of er- 
ohestral resources to denote the various 
temperamental changes of mood in po- 
etic theught is an unfailing delight 

This truth is singularly apparent in 
his bold and eminently correct employ- 
ment of the solo viola, the cello, the 
trumpets, the wood-winds and the vio 
ns. each masterfully called upon for 
the supreme utterance most insistently 
demanded at the instant of its voicing 

Because of this mastery of his-me 
dium, Kroeger realises more completely 
than I had thought possible the ful) 
power and beauty of Bryant’s greai 
poem, moving steadily forward from its 
pensive opening, on threugh .the suo- 
ceeding phases of doubt and dismay, 
straight to that close of true and tri- 
umphant thought which brings to the 
student of Life’s significance a calm-

The reduction in the price of meats was signifi- 
cantly simultaneous. From the larger centers of 
supply and demand came reports showing that a 
central controlling influence was at work. * 

Accepting the explanatory statements of Mr. Ar- 
mour, Mr. Cudahy and other packers, it becomes 
apparent that the large corn trop, as a means of 
influencing prices, appealed to more than one 
mind, It has also exerted its influence in all 
places at the same time.

The Johnstone Patality. 

Te the Haitor of the Post-Dispatch. : 

It will be interesting to see just what explana- 
tion will be offered by the Wrights in extenuation 
of the Johnstone fatality at Denver. But to any- 
one acquainted with the underlying — ot 
flight and the mechanical difficulties which have 
unnecessarily been dragged into it the explanation 
is as apparent as though it were emblazoned on 
the sky. It was due partly to the erroneous 
principles of wing .warping, but especially to the 
gyroscopic action of the propellers. Hither John- 
stone never knew or never appreciated the fact 
that it is necessary to shut off the power when 
executing a short spiral. Both Brookins and Hox- 
sey have learned this long ago, and it seems a 
peculiarity of these rivals that they keep the re- 
sults of their experiences to themselves. At first 
sight it seems a daredevil stunt to turn off the 
pewer on a short turn, but in reality it must be 
done for safety, as the revolving propellers set 
up a gyratory action which the framework re- 
sists in making even a slight turn, but it especi- 
ally strains the framework in short turns. Re- 
membering the construction of the Wright's in 
which the propeller shaft is supported half way 
between the planes on struts, the propeller shafts 
act as strong levers on the struts when turning, 
and if the press reports are correct the center 
struts gave way first and the wings collapsed on 
top. All that is necessary to prove this gyro- 
scopic action is to upend a bicycle and quickly 
revolve the wheel by hand and then try to turn 
the handle bars; the resistance is tremendous. 
Now imagine a 40-horsepower engine spinning 
that wheel around and some idea of the foroe 
exerted can be appreciated. Again the method 
of turning as practiced by the Wrights puts a 
very heavy strain oh the wires and framework. 
This is done by warping downward the outer 
wing which must be made to rise in order to 
negotiate a turn. But the very fact of offering 
increased resistance for rising on the one side 
retards the forward progress of the very side 
which should move fastest. The consequence is 
that the engine is called upon to force this rise, 
and this taken into account with the gyroscopic 
action of the propellers makes it seem miracu- 
lous that such an accident has not occurred seoner. 
In fact it did in a small way at the St. Louis 
meet, where Johnstone tried the same stunt and 
came to grief, but although he was close to the 
ground and did not get a bad fall he did not learn 
from that experience to shut off the power. 

Exhibition meets where stunts of the Johnstone 
character are performed should be prohibited not 
only on account of the danger but principally be- 
cause it brings into disrepute the art of flying 
which can very safely be accomplished even in 
fairly windy weather. When there are something 
like~1500 privately owned machines in France 
which are used very much as automobiles were 
at first and all these people are flying without 
accidents, a fatality like Johnstone’s i# uncalled 
for and gives the sport in this country a tremen- 
doug setback—and we are now four or five years 
behind.

It ig a legal fiction, hot 
fcunded upon logic but justice, and 
was conceived to afford a remedy 
where a strict observance of the 
prises les of law had previously af- 
ofded no remedy. Upon the theory, 
and under such an action, the law 
will imply an intention to pay, rent 
for the premises occupied by Burke, 
and hence the judgment should be 
for Rosenkrans. 

Burke vs. Lichtelbach: The doctrine 
of mistake, the same as of fraud, is 
in the main a product of the more 
elementary one that parties enter into 
a contract only by the concurrent 
ceonsent of their wills to the same 
thing.

ERE is a novel of old-fashioned 
H English length. Viewing its 618 
closely printed pages, the reader 
needs the encouragement given him by 
the London reviewers, who used super- 
latives In speaking of this book. The 
Daily News called it “The book of the 
day, reminding us of Wilkie Collins at 
his topmost,”’ and the Times thundered 
its appreciation of Author A. F. Wedg- 
wood'’s bold conception of “the villain- 
hero—a superman.” 

And the work is indeed a bold and 
striking one, built on a theme which 
appeals to the imagination none the less 
because it has so often been treated in

A PLEA FOR KNOWLEDGBE, 
R. PHILIP ZENNER, professor 
|) of neurology in the medica] de- 
partment of the University of 
Cincinnati, in a sincere and simple 
little book makes a plea for teaching 
sexual physiology and hygiene tc 
boys and girls. He telle of an expe- 
riment in a public school in Cincin- 
nati where a woman who is a physi- 
clan gave lectures on this delicate 
subject to girls, while the author him- 
self gave lectureg to boys. He says 
the resultg were satisfactory. The 
teachers of the various classes spoke 
to him of noticeable changes in the 
conduct and manner of the children 
who listened to these lectures, 

Dr Zenner’s little volume, which he 
calls “Hducation in Sexual Physiol- 
ogy and Hygiene,” shows the results 
of ignorance of important functions. 
He admits it is not a very easy mat- 
ter to impart the necessary know- 
ledge in such a way that it may do 
good and bring no harm. But he is 
convinced that it can be done. He is 
certain that it must be done if the 
standard of mental ani moral health 
in the nation ts to be advanced. 

The author gives in full his four 
lectures before the boys delivered by 
him in a public school, of which only 
one deals with sex, as well as the iec- 
tures he delivered before college stu- 
dents, He believes that a knowledge 
of the laws of sex would help do 
away with the “social evil” also, In 
the last chapter, called “An Added 
Word,” however, the author asserts 
that the low wage which keeps men 
single and the congested tenement 
with its lack of privacy make for the 
social evil. But .even though he 
knows that teaching the facts of sex 
te boys apd girle cannot remedy 
everything so long as economic and 
social conditions are what they are, 
he still believes that much good can 
come from such teaching [f rightly 
done. The Doctor’s book is well worth 


reading, ani can safely be placed in 
the hands of those who ought to ac- 
quire a knowledge of sex physiology 
and hygiene. It is clean in every one 
of its pages.

Day’s News Is Negative; Ar- 
gentine Report Still Con- 
trolling Factor. 


The week in gtain ended without fea- 
ture, corn drifting slowly @ a lower 


level, then rallied, while wheat moved 
through an irregular bullish range. The 
day’s news was unimportant, but on 
the whole bearish. 

Minneapolis mills were reported as 
selling wheat, and . stocks there  in- 
creased 20,000 bu for the day. Local re- 
celpts ran 66,068 bu, against 02,000 bu 
last year, while ‘-hipments were only 
55,900 bu against 67,930 bu last year. 
The cash demand continues slow and 
exporters, despite the low prices, seem 
disinclined to enter the marke’. 

Manipulation in the Chicago market 
has subsided for the time being, but is 
Hable to develop on Monday or Tues- 
day, as Broomhall is still in the Ar- 
gentine and the buying is usually on his 
advices. Unfortunately for the Chicago
